Bartzen's Protest in Vain. 

The blocking of Bartsen's long continued

ment,

The wrangle over the amendment was 
many sornered. As chairman of the council 
building committee, Ald, Riley’ called up the 
measure and moved its passage. But per- 
sonally he proceeded to attack it. 

“Individually I believe this ordinance 10 
thoroughly bad.“ he said. My chief fear 
ie that the automatic doors in the fire walls 
might refuse to work in time of fire, and that 
would imprison many hundreds of people in 
a burning building. I visited the Field build- 
ing tonight to inspect the doors now ineta lied. 
I found they did not work. I was unable to 
move the decors with all my strength, and 
the employés themselves failed to work them, 
although they are called automatic and are 
gaid to be easily operated by a child. Be- 
sides this objection I think the stairway 
space is inadequate.” 

Ald. Riley then presented several communi- 
cations from interests opposing the amend- 
ment. The Chicago Architects’ Business 
avsoclation opposed it on the ground that the 
floor space is toe large to be served safely 
by one stairway, that the width of the etair- 
ways is not regulated nor inclosing protection 
provided, and that the fire doors might not 
work properly. George Beaumont, the arehi- 
tect, expressed in a letter similar objections. 

Calls Building “Firetrap.” 

Then a letter frem Commissioner Bartzen 

was read. In part, it said:

Rush Is Spectacular. 

The rush itself was the most spectacular 
thing of ite kind ever withessed in the his- 
tory of the opening of Indian reservations. 

The signal for the rush was the firing of a 
mighty blast of dynamite from the top of 
Grant peak, the highest point in the adjacent 
mountains. 

As the crash of the explosion rent the air 
hundreds of gold seekers; in automobiles and 


on racehorses, dashed across the line in an?“ 


Indigcriminate mixture. In the first im- 
petus of the rush many men narrowly es- 
caped being’ overthrown and trampled to 
death under the hoofs of galloping horses, or 
being crushed between the automobiles. 

The sand arose from the plain in stifiing 
clouds. It clogged the wheels of the auto- 
mobiles as well as the hoofs of the race 
horses. Many of the automobiles became 
stalled in the deep sands and those on horse- 
back were really at an advantage. 

As automobiles broke down or stuck in 
the sand their occupants continued the race 
on foot, joining those whose horses had been 
overcome. Men struggled for breath, fought 
with each other, pulled each other down, in 
their mad efforts to gain some slight a 
tage in the race for gold. 


Jaded Men Too Late. 

It was a sorry, jaded, disappointed lot of 
men who arrived finally at the coveted El 
Dorado. Overcome by thirst and exhaustion 
the gold seekers barely had strength enough 
left to search for locations. 

Then arose a storm of anger and curses. 
All the choice locations along the gold hear- 
ing creeks had been taken. 

The rush into the reservation was fol- 
lowed by a rush out of it to the telegraph 
wires, which were quickly burdened with 
indignant protests to the secretary of the 
interior. It is believed the whole thing will 
be declared invalid and a new rush called for 
with troops to see that valuable claims are 
not stolen under cover of darkness. 


Congress Blamed for Scandal. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. .- [Special. -The 
scandal In connection with the opening of the 
Walker Lake Indian reservation is to be 
blamed on congress, and not on the Interior 
department. Congress enacted a law at its 
last session directing the opening of this res- 
ervation under the land laws of the United 
States. Previous acts had authorised the 

opening of reservations under regulations 
prescribed by the secretary of the interior. 
Tuts method was attended with marked suc- 
tess, Secrétury Hitchcock calling for sealed 
bids or holding drawings. Rushes were pre- 
vented and no scandal followed. But as a re- 
sult of the action of congress, the only way 
the Walker Lake reservation could be settled 
was through a rush.

: Lured Into the Asylum. 


Mr. Chanler narrates in detail how he then 
was raiiroaded into the Bloomingdale asy- 


lum on the testimony of two doctors, who 


visited his hotel in New York City and pre- 
tended they were students of psychology. 
Upon the testimony of these two doctors, 
who are referred to as “ obscuf®,”’ Mr. Chan- 
ler, after being lured to New York, was taken 
in charge of by two police officers, he says, 
and secretiy removed to the Bloomingdale 
asylim, only two miles from the heart of 
the metropolis of the United States. 

The contention of the book is that it is 
possible—even easy—in this enlightened age, 
to clap a sane person of wealth and distinc- 
tion into an asylum for Hife. Mr. Chanler de- 
clares the popular bellef that the Blooming- 
dale asylum is a public institution is errone- 
ous. It is really a private corporation, he 
says, and is known as the Society of New 
York hospital. 

“Bastile of the 400.” 

He describes it as “ the bastile of the four 
hundred.” He says the place is operated for 
profit as a comvenient prison for the rich 
ingane, the criminals in good society, for 
persons whose relatives and friends wish 
them for selfieh reasons to be regarded as 
insane. He saya he was one of the star 
boarder for whose keep $100 a week was 
paid out of his own 1 7 7 which is valued 
at $1,000,000. 

Life in 1 according to Mr. 
Chanter, would eventually drive a sane man 
crazy. He declares the rules of the institu- 
tion are a constant argument of doctors 
aimed at the ultimate object of convincing 
@ patient he ie insane. On one occasion he 
says, ome of the two keepers who always 
attended him got drunk and nearly choked 
the life out of him. 

Tells How He Escaped. 

Chanler describes in detall his escape from 
Bloomingdale. He planned a regular cam- 
peaign. He won by slow degrees the con- 
fidence of the management. In time he was 
allowed to leave the grounds unattended. 
He practiced long distance waiking, eventu- 
ally covering twelve miles in three hours. 
He learned the train schedules at neighbor- 
ing stations. 

Under an assumed name he corresponded 
with a friend who met him and furnished 
him with money. On Thanksgiving eve of 
1800 he walked ten miles to a station and 
boarded a train which landed him in Phila- 


del phia.

“The criticism most often heard of the 
primary law is that it should have abolished 
the convention. I cannot agree with those 
who urge this. 

“In a primary election as Detroit once a 
janitor whose name began with the letter A 
got the nomination because he headed the 
list. That suggests the danger of primary 
nomination without the convention to re- 
view the voters work. 

“ All the various nationalities and inter- 
ests in a community should have representa- 
tion on a ticket. Nomination by pri 
vote will not secure this equitable distribu- 
tion of offices. 

In rural districts the voters will not par- 
ticipate in primary elections to the extent 
that those in the cities do. farmers 
never will approve of nominations by the 
voters. 

“TI do not believe it is just when there are 
ten candidates for the man who gets 11 per 
cent of his party vote to receive the nomina- 
tion. I would not favor any plan for direct 
nominations unless a decent plurality were 
required, say 85 per cent of the total party

LOSES SCHOOL BILL SKIRMISH. 


British Government Defeated in House 
of Lords on Amendment on Re- 
ligious Instruction. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D. ] 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—The government was 
defeated tonight in a division of the house of 
lords over the education bill,-of which the 
crux is the question of compulsory religious 
teaching in the public elementary schools. 

Under the bill as it left the house of com- 
mons children were not compelled to attend 
school during the time devoted to religious 
instruction. The amendment submitted in 
the house of lords reversed this. It carried 
by a vote of 256 to 56. 

The majority included archbishops, a score. 
of bishops, and almost the whole opposi- 
tion. The incident inaugurates the long fore- 
seen tussle between the respective mejorities.

Chytraus Till Threatened 
with Incarceration. 


FINALLY HAS TO TELL. 


Effort to Conceal Name of Jo- 
seph Harris in Report 
of Meeting. 


Albert G. Wheeler, head of the Illinois Tun- 
nel company, evaded and refused to answer 
questions before Judge Chytraus yesterday 
afternoon till he was threatened with instant 
commitment. Then he anewered, but Judge 
Chytraus declared him in contempt of court.

English spelling. He might refer, in sor- 
row rather than in anger, to the contrib- 
utor to the Nineteenth Century Magazine 
who intimates that Americans are hardly 
competent to wrestle successfully with the 
problem of phonetic spelling. This doubt- 
ing Thomas has been so rude as to quote 
Mr. Howells in derision of the New York 
system of pronunciation, following up the 
attack with selections from the daily con- 
versation of Virginians of recognized cul- 
ture. Then he rudely falls upon Prof. 
William Dwight Whitney as representing 
“the speech of New England, which has 
the best claim to be accounted the true 
home of the American tongue,” and shows 
out of his own confessions that there is 
a wide difference between Yankee English 
“as she is wrote” and “as she ie spoke.” 
From this sweeping field of illustration the 
contributor gathers that American 
projects for the reform of our eommon lan- 
guage must be viewed by the average Eng- 
lishman with a certain measure of sus- 
picion.” 

The objection is interesting as showing 
the extent of British antipathy tv Amer- 
ican efforts in phonetic orthography. It is 
apparent that Mr. Carnegie cannot long 
tarry in the United States, but must speed- 
ily return to his labors on the other side of 
the Atlantic, where much missionary work 
must be done before one can hope for ex- 
tensive practical results. The buoyant 
optimism of Mr. Carnegie, who sees in the 
adoption of two words by the Thunderer 
the tottering of the whole fabric of British 
conservatism, is sufficiently ee to 
banish all fears. 


A NONCOMPETITIVE REWAKD. 

Columbia university has announced 4 
plan of payment of tuition, to go into 
effect next year, which will reduce the 
charges to students of high rank. ‘The 
plan is similar to the one which has been 
in force several years in the University of 
Chicago, and differs from the prize sys- 
tems of other colleges in rewarding merit 
without introducing the element of com- 
petition. 

Columbia proposes to charge $5 for 
every point.“ Thirty-one points are a 
year’s work, and 124 are required for 
graduation. The fees for a course are, 
therefore, $620. For every two courses 
in which the stadent has a mark of A, 
provided that no marks during the half 
year fall below B, the student will he 
credited with one additional point without

The twenty-seven associate justices are 
divided into three groups of nine each. If 
a voter who has made a mark in the circle 
at the head of the republican column shall 
also mark his ballot for a judge in one of 
the other columns he should not fail to 
indicate the eight republican candidates in 
that group for whom he wishes to be 
counted. If he should fail ta put marke 
against the names of the eight his vote 
will not be recorded for them. If a voter 
goes outside of party lines for every group, 
he will have to make twenty-seven crosses 
to make his ballot fully effective.

Coningsby Disraeli, the present owner of 
Hughenden manor, which he has leased to 
Lord and Lady Cheylesmore, the latter a sis- 
ter of Mra. Alfred Vanderbilt of New York, is 
once more making trouble in connection with 
the literary remains cf bis famous uncle, 
Lord Beaconefield, and having learned that 
Mr. Moneypenny, formerly of the London 
Times, has discovered among the late earl’s 
papers a large bundle of letters in his hand- 
writing, addressed to Mrs. Wyndham Lewis, 
demands that this correspondence shall be 
published in exteneo, in the form of a book, 
instead of being boiled down intoa chapter of 
the “Life and Correspondence of Lord 
Beaconsfield,” which is now in course of pre- 
paration. 

Mrs. Wyndham Lewis was the eccentric old 
women who was led by her admiration for 
Beaconsfield, as a young politician, to be- 


queath him at her death a considerable for- 
tune, enabling him, indeed, to buy hughenden 
manor. Disraeli, like most members of his 
race, possessed in a marked degree the other- 
wise rare virtue of gratitude, and kept Mrs. 
Wyndham Lewis carefully posted as do every- 
thing that was going on, political and eocial, 
in London, until her death, in these lettefs, 
which have now been recovered, and which 
are written in the most bright and conver- 
sational style. Mrs. Wyndham Lewis pre- 
served the letters carefully and left them to 
him at her death, along with other property.

It is said that Coningsby Disraeli threatens 
to invoke the law unless his wishes in the 
matter are complied with, his object being to 
keep alive the memery of his uncle, and, in- 
cidentally, to rescue himself from oblivion. 
Lord Beaconsfield was not on speaking terms 
with his elder brother, Ralph Disraeli,.and 
held but little intercourse with the latter's 
son, his nephew, whom he scarcely knew. 
Nevertheless, he fek the necessity of leaving 
Hughenden manor, an estate of which he was 
proud, to his nearest living relative and 
bearer of his name. All his papers, however, 
and his most cherished belongings he be- 
queathed to his faithful and devoted secre- 
tary, Montague Corry, Lord Rowton. 

When Coningsby Disraeli grew up and en- 
tered into possession of Hughenden manor 
some of his uncie’s personal and political 
friends helped him into parliament and were 
disposed to further hia career in every way. 
Unfortunately, however, he seems to have 
become imbued with the idea that the crown 
should have revived bis uncle's earldom of 
Beaconefield in his favor on his coming of 
age, and his vain efforts to bring this about 
and the bitterness resulting from fallure 
ended by e@ranging from him his uncle’s 
friends and by causing him to forfeit what- 
ever good will he might have enjoyed at court 
by reason of his name. He has lost his seat in 
parlament and has virtually pass(d out of 
existence, both in a political and in a social 
sense, though, thanks to hig marriage with 
the daughter of a rich wine merchant of the 
name of Silver, he is in affluent circum- 
eiances, 

During the Wfetime of Lord Rowton he did 
his utmost te force the latter to publish his 
uncle's: and correspondence, and, fail- 
ing that, to induce him to turm them over to 
him. Lord Rowton; however, knowing the 
wishes and views of the chief whom he had 
served with such devotion forse many years, 
declined to do anything of the kind, and, feel- 
ing himself unable to undertake the task of 
preparing them for publication, intrusted it

ever, that the papers of Lord Beaconefieid 
have been submitted to a careful scrutiny and 
process of elimination by Lord Rewton before 
being placed in Mr. Moneypenny's hands, 
for there was a clause in Lord Beaconsfield’s 
will directing Lord Rowton in dealing with 
the correspondence and diaries, ‘‘ to scrupu- 
lously respect every confidence reposed in 
me and to allow nothing to be published cal- 
culated to do injury to the pubiic service or 
to inflict needless pain on the living, oron the 
families of the dead, and that no portion of 
my correspondence with her majesty Queen 
Victoria shall be published or made known 
until the said Lord Rowton shall have ascer- 
tained that no objections were entertained to 
such use of the correspondence on the part of 
her majesty during her life, pr on the part of 
her heirs after her death.“ It is generally 
understood that on the strength of this clause 
of the will Lord Rowton, who was one of the 
executors of Queen Victoria’s will and an 
administrator of her private fortune, turned 
over to her late majesty every scrap of Lord 
Beaconsfieid’s correspondence with her and 
with the members of her family, to be pre- 
served with other papers of the same kind in 
the royal library at Windsor castle among 
the family archives of the reigning house. 
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Princess Vietorla, the only unmarried 
daughter of King Edward, is likely to be seen 
but little henceforth in London society. 
Her health, always delicate, instead of im- 
proving, has became more frail, so much so 
that her physicians insist that she should 
from now on spend the greater part of the 
year, and especially the winters, in the south 
of Europe. In fact, negotiations are already 
in progress to purchase for her use a villa 
with extensive private grounds somewhere 
on the French Hiviera, and several of them, 
notably the late Lord Salisbury'’s Bea u- 
leu, Sir Edward Malet’s ‘‘ Chateau Malet °’ 
at Monaco, and the place bequeathed by the 
late Capt. Perceval to the widow of his friend, 
Prince Leopold, duke of Albany, at Cannes, 
have ail been under consideration. 

Last spring her health became so bad that 
she was obliged to leave London quite early 
in the season and to proceed to Scotland fdr 
complete rest and quiet, and when she later 
on attempted to fulfill her promise of attend- 
ing the coronation of her sister Maud as 
Queen of Norway, she once more became 60 
ill as to excite considerable alarm on the part 
of her medical attendants. 

The princess will be sadiy missed by both 
her father and mother. As the one member 
of the family who has remained at home she 
has been in quite a special degree the com- 
panion of both her parents. It may be re- 
membered that on the occasion of his yacht- 
ing trips after his operation and also after 
the fracture of his knee cap some years pre- 
viously, the king insisted upon having his 
daughter Victoria on board throughout his 
cruises, and in the same way she usually has 
accompanied her mother on the occasion of 
the latter’s stays in Denmark and elsewhere 
on the continent. She is much beloved at 
Sandringham and among the more intimate 
element of the royal household and entourage 
as having contributed by her tact and con- 
ciliatory ways to smooth away many little 
difficulties that jar. 

She has two particular friends, who will 
doubtless share between them the attend- 
ance upon her as ladies n waiting. They are 
two sisters, the Hon. Mrs. Derek Ke;pei and 
Lady Musgrave, both daughters of Lord 
Suffield and young women who have been on 
terms of intimacy. with the princess since 
their earliest childhood, theif father and 
mother being the oldest members of the king 
and queen's household. Lady Musgrave’s 
husband, by the bye, is the owner of the fairy 
goblet identified with the fortunes of his 
house, and which has been rendered famous 
on this side of the Atlantic by Longfellow’s 
popular poem, The Luck of Eden Hall.“

ICHARD MANSFIELD has done much 
with Ibeen’s Peer Gynt.” In fact he 
has done all that it is believed possible 
for any one to do. He has shown the 
first half of it to be one of the most 

attractive of stage entertainmente—not 4 
play perhaps in the close meaning of the 
term, but a theatrical entertainment delight- 
fully amusing, filled with humor and touched 
with sentiment, and most appealingly human. 

He has shown also what every reader of the 
work believed and feared—that the latter half 
is distinctly inferior to the first so far as stage 
availability and theatrie values are con- 
cerned. Not that this latter half is uninter- 
esting. But it impreeses as slow after the 
bright, outdoor rush of the earlier part, and 
no amount of fine staging and excellent act- 
ing can hide the fact that it is a dramatic 
poem and not a play. Like the second part 
of Goethe's Faust, in it the poet and 
philosopher, not the dramatist, claimed his 
richts, and the result is a peem im drama 
form, which is philosophic, not dramatic, and 
which although delightful to read ie unavoid- 
ably clumsy when the attempt is made to 
enact it. 

It need not be taken from these statements 
that Peer Gynt as given by Mr. Mansfield 
isa failure. Far from it. It is one of the most 
beautiful and most complete productions he 
ever has offered, and he has placed many 
splendid achievements to his credit along this 
line of his art. And as far as his perform- 
ance personally is concerned there is no réle 
in his entire repertory in which he is seen to 
better advantage than in that of this fancy 
burdened ne’erdoweel of the north. His 
youthful Peer stands not alone unsurpassed 
by any other of his characterizations, but 
unequaled. He is more wholly in the part 
and is lese Himself in evidence than in any 
other role in his repertory. The audience 
received his work with an approval which 
was expreseed in chuckles of laughter, in 
quick silences, and in gasps of delight as 
well as in spontaneous, hearty applause and 
calle before the curtain. So keen was the 
interest and so genuine that despite the fact 
that the performance lasted from 7:50 until 
12:05 the audience remained almost to a per- 
gon until the final curtain fell. 

To accomplish this means thet “ Peer 
Gynt” was made clear, vital, and interest- 
ing to all wno saw and heard. Haw Mr. 
Mansfield accomplished nothing else by this 
his latest effort, he has made plain to a good- 
ly portion of the pubile that the great Nor- 
wegian dramatist was something more than 
a dealer in social.and pathological problems 
after all. The man who could write the first 
half of Peer Gynt” had a kindly human- 
ness, a sweet humor, and a charming fan- 
tasy in him which are far removed from the 
analytical, corrective spirit made known in 
„Ghosts, Hedda Gabler“ “A Doll's 
House,” and kindred problem plays. And 
to bring about this understanding of Ibsen 
is to do a worthy service for one of the great 
minds of the century and benefit the public 
through straightening lis vision and giving it 
@ correct point of view.

The first half of Peer Gyn is an un- 
qualified joy as given by Mr. Mansfield and 
his company. He has cut this portion, as 
he has the whole, with rare understanding, 


discrimination, and taste. He has respected 


the author far more than it was belleved 


to Mr. Moneypenny, after asking both Lord 


possible for any one to do and keep the text 
within acting bounds. And, by bringing the 
essential scenes more closely together, and 
making them more #.mpact in themselves, 
he has improved greatly the clarity of the 
poem, rendering intelligible much that be- 
fore was obscure, and giving to Peer mind 
those about him all the naturainess and 
humanness that make for instant appeal 
to ever spectator. 

The first half becomes a beautiful fairy 
tale of a youth who dreamed dreamsand told 
of those dreams to the unimaginative folk 
about him. They called him liar, but he 
was not. All he told was real to him, for 
hie fancy was such that it enabled him to do 
all and more than hetold. He was not bad, 
this fanciful chap. He wished to do no one 
harm. He played his pranks on those he en- 
countered, but such was their matter of fact 
natures that no one endowed as was he could 
resist teasing them. He was sensible to 
purity and innocence, for when Solveig 
crossed his path he instantly became sérious 
and the thought of her beneficent presence 
remained ever with him no matter how far 
he wandered. He loved his mother, too, and 
when the final parting came he told St. Peter 
that whatever might be the fate cf Peer 
Gynt the mother Ase was to have the best 
that heaven could give. He found also that 
consequences of evil thoughts in the form of 
lusting for the Troll king’s daughter pursued 
him, and he was fine enough of nature to 
feel that with such consequences hedging 
him round he could not go to Solveig and be 
with her without tzullying her purity and in- 
nocence. 

As arranged by Mr. Mansfield we find Peer 
first with his mother. We have the recital 
of the reindeer yarn, the boasting of the 
quarrel with the smithy, and the news 
of Ingrid's coming wedding. We see the 
husky youth place his mother on the roof 
of the millhouse and run away, leaving her 
there screaming for help. It is a delightfully 
amusing scene and the audience last night 
took it with fullest understanding and pleas- 
ure. Then comes the wedding at Hegsiadt. 
The meeting with the folks there is preceded 
by the dreaming of Peer as he lies by the 
hedge and sees in the clouds the empire that 
is to be his. This scene was played exquis- 
itely by Mr. Mansfield last evening and was 
one of the high lights of a notable perform- 
ance. Then comes the meeting with Solveig, 
the dance, the getting of Peer drunk, his 
boasting to the villagers, and finally the 
stealing of the bride, followed by Ase’s en- 
trance, curse, and subsequent anxiety.

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King’s palace—stage managed in masterly 
manner—as well as the fight with the Great 
Bot. are mere dreams while Peer sleeps, 
and this fact Mr. Mansfield made as elear by 
the skillful management of lights and set- 
tings as is possible. The scene with the 
Great Boyg is mystifying, however, and it 
would seem with a Mtthe rearrangement 
might be played in the darknese of the Troll 
palace, with the voice coming from the 
cavernous exit and Peer fighting to get out. 
The audience scarcely understood what the 
scene was all about. The awakening and 
the meeting with Solveig and her little sis- 
ter brought us back to reality again. 

Then came the hut in the forest and the 
reunion with Soiveig, who comes to her 
“home.” The Troll king's daughter and the 
Ugly Brat who claims Peer as father ap- 
pear, and this scene alzo is made as if a 
dream. There follows the beautiful parting 
of Peer from the girl he loves. The scene of 
Ase’s death closes the third act and the 
first half of the performance. This scene, 
which is easily the most powerful in the en- 
tire poem, was done with rare poetic eympa- 
thy and delicate fantasy by Mr. Mansfield 
and Miss Dura. 

Then part II. is reached, The thirty years 
that are supposed to elapse break on the on- 
looker’s interest, and the performance begins 
to move slowly. We have the scene in the 
desert, the boasting of Peer to the four men 
he has brought with him to Morocco on his 
yacht, his. departure, thetr stealing of his 
boat, its wreck, and his discovery of the horse 
and the robe of the prophet. The scene 
changes and Peer now is prophet. He is sur- 
rounded by oriental maidens, who dance and 
sing to him, Anitra exercises her charms, and 
wheedies from him jewels and purse after he 
has sung and danced to her, and then she es- 
capes with his horse and all her plunder. 

This entire act, although well played by 
Mr. Mansfield and his associates, and al- 
though beautifully staged and admirably 
managed. failed of effect, and it Is a de- 
cided question whether this whole act could 
net be omitted with benefit to the perform- 
ance. If Peer wae out of the audience’s 
ken for thirty years he just as well could be 
a few months longer, and his entire escapade 
in the orient taken for granted. The scene 
on the boat would be just as intelligible 
and gives about as clear an insight into 
3 character as does the Morocco epi- 
sode. 

The vision of Solveig spinning with which 
this last act opens could be advantageously 
shortened by the omitting of the second half 
of her song or by having her sing only the 
refrain of the second stanza as the light fades 
away. The scene on board ship and the 
encounter with the Stranger is followed by 
the scene in the ocean after the shipwreck 
and then comes the last scene of all, with 
Peer as the old man, sold out of all his be- 
longings, his meeting with the Button Mold- 
er, his endeavoring to get both the Troll 
King and the Lean Person to testify to his 
having lived true to himself, and then his 
ultimate redemption by the love of Solveig.

It will be seen that Mr. Mansfield in rear- 
ranging the text for stage use has retained 
the essentials and has made a good acting 
version. There is little mysticism or hidden 
meaning emphasized in the portions he has 
utilized, but this makes for the effectiveness 
and worth of the play. The last scene grows 
philosophical so far as import is concerned, 
but the hearer need not hunt for concealed in- 
tent in the lines unless he so wish. He may 
overlook the symbolism and accept the words 
for just what they express.

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TEACHERSIN THE TEACHERS’ FEDERATION 

Chicago, Oct. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
I feel it my duty to say a few words in de- 
fense of the teachers of Chicago. The news- 
papers lead the citizens and voters to believe 
that the Teachers’ federation embraces the 


entire teaching force. The truth is that only 
a small part of the 5,800 teachers belong to 
that organization. 

The other day I took the trouble to go over 
to the office of the federation and acked one 
of the vice presidents in charge how many 
teachers belonged to the Teachers’ federa- 
tion. 

She replied, “that is something we never 
tell. Many people ask us the same * 
tion, but we never tell any one.” 

I said, * But why do you refuse to tell me?” 
She replied, “‘ Because we are afraid the 
knowledge of the number may be used for 
sinister purposes. 

I went home thinking that the answer and 
the secrecy meant much, and that those peo- 
ple ought to be the last ones to cry out against 
“secret marking or anything else that is 
secret. 

In 1000, at the time of the tax fight, the 
Membership of the Teachers’ federation was 


quite large; but when it affliated with the 


labor union, lis president and many of its 


members withdrew and have had nothing to 
do with it since. Instead of being in sym- 
Pathy with the underhand politica! wirepull- 
ing of the federation, the majority of the 
teachers of Chicago condemn its attacks on 
the superiniendent of schools and admire him 
more than ever for the self-control and dig- 
nity with which he has met the present un- 
fortunate and embarrassing attitude of the 
school board towards him. Mayor Dunne 
was given a practical illustration of the feel- 
Ings of the teachers for their superintendent 
at the Delano banquet a few weeks ago.

It 
is reported that the independent telephone 
interests have entered into an agreement by 
which they will take charge of the telephone 
Dusiness of the Illinois Tunnel company. 
The tunnel people, or rather subway people, 
have been somewhat at sea over the telephone 
franchise.

When, therefore, the.capitalists 
who have been pushing independent tele- 
phone companies proposed to take the tele- 
phone department of the subway company,

At the end of that time there will have 
been installed at least 70,000 instruments 
complying with the terms of the ordinance. 
The operating company will pay an annual 
rent of $5 a phone for every instrument in- 
stalled.

York interests who are figuring on purchas- 
ing control of the Edison company are also 
figuring on purchasing the plant of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company. It is probable a 
number of things which may be tentatively 
considered may not be carried to a conclu- 
gion.
